The Superintendent of Documents, Washington, D. C., is authorized by law 
to sell copies of Government publications and to allow a discount of 25 percent 
to book dealers and quantity purchasers on condition that the purchasers will 
adhere to the publie sales price set by the Superintendent of Documents and that 
publications shall not be overprinted with any advertising matter (the 25- 
percent discount to dealers does not apply to the Congressional record, Federal 
register, Supreme Court reports, Catalog of copyright entries, and Climato- 
logical data for United States, which. may, however, be sold by dealers at a 
price in advance of that charged by this Office). 

Publications cannot be supplied free to individuals nor forwarded in advance 
of payment. 

The accumulation of publications in this Office amounts to several millions, 
of which over five million are assorted, forming the sales stock. Many rare 
books are included, but under the law all must be sold regardless of their age 
or scarcity. Many of the books have been in stock some time, and are apt to 
be shopworn. In filling orders the best copy available is sent.

HOW TO ORDER PUBLICATIONS 


Publications entered in this catalog that are for sale by the Superintendent 
of Documents are indicated by a star (*) preceding the price. A dagger (7) 
indicates that application should be made to the department, bureau, or division 
issuing the document. A double dagger (t) indicates that the document is 
printed for official use. Whenever additional information concerning the method 
of procuring a document seems necessary, it will be found under the name of 
the bureau by which it was published. 

In ordering a publication from the Superintendent of Documents, give (if 
known) the name of the publishing department, bureau, or division, and the 
title, together with the classification number which is added to the entry at the 
extreme right; order the congressional documents and reports by the title, 
together with the document or report number and the Congress and session, e. g., 
H. doc. 67, 75-1. 

Do not use the L. C. card number in ordering a publication. 


HOW TO REMIT 

Remittances for the documents marked with a star (*) should be made to the 

Superintendent of Documents, Washington, D. C., by coupons, postal money 
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order, express order, or check. Currency may be sent at sender’s risk. For- 
eign remittances should be made either by international money order or draft 
on an American bank. 

Postage stamps, foreign money, defaced or smooth coins, will not be accepted, 

For the convenience of the general public, coupons that are good until 
used in exchange for Government publications sold by the Superintendent 
of Documents may be purchased from his office in sets of 20 for $1, 
Address order to Superintendent of Documents, Government Printing Office, 
Washington, D. C. 

No charge is made for postage on documents forwarded to points in United 
States, Alaska, Guam, Hawaii, Philippine Islands, Puerto Rico, Samoa, or to 
Canada, Cuba, or Mexico. To other countries the regular rate of postage is 
charged, and remittances must cover such postage. In computing foreign 
postage, add one-third of the price of the publication. 


TO LIBRARIANS 


The number given at the extreme right of each entry (except for congres- 
sional documents and reports) is the classification number by which the pub- 
lication is arranged in the Library and in the sales stock of the Office of the 
Superintendent of Documents. It can be used as a classification number by 
such libraries as are using, for the departmental publications, the arrange 
ment of public documents advocated in the Check List of United States Public 
Documents, 1789-1909. In using this number as a classification number in a 
library, it should be noted that the shilling mark (/) is used to separate what 
would ordinarily be a superior number or letter (the numbers-or letters imme- 
diately following the line) from the main classification number, it not being 
practicable to print these numbers and letters as superiors in the Monthly 
Catalog, e. g., the number A 1.23/a: So 96/4 listed in the Monthly Catalog would 
be A 1.23": So 96* in a library. 


LIBRARY OF CONGRESS CARDS 


Numbers to be used in ordering the printed catalog cards of the Library of 
Congress are appended to entries for the more important publications. These 
are given at the left, with “L. C. card” prefixed. Do not confuse with the 
Documents Office classification number given at the right.

COOPERATIVE ENTERPRISE IN EUROPE COMMITTEE 


Because of President Roosevelt’s interest in organizations of consumers’ and 
producers’ co-operatives as a way to reduce the costs of business and solve 
many of the country’s economic problems, a committee of six members was 
appointed by him in 1936 to visit Europe and report upon co-operative move- 
ments aS found there. This investigating body has been known by various 
titles: President Roosevelt’s Commission to Study European Co-operatives, 
President’s Commission on Cooperatives, Co-op Commission, and Inquiry on 
Cooperative Enterprise in Europe. The chairman, Jacob Baker, states, however, 
that Committee on Cooperative Enterprise in Europe is the official title. The 
members of the committee spent two and a half months in Europe and some- 
times altogether, sometimes singly or in two or threes, went from place to 
place in England, Scotland, Ireland, France, Switzerland, Czechoslovakia, Den- 
mark, Norway, Sweden, and Finland, visiting cooperative institutions, talking to 
employees and executives, and observing as far as possible the actual opera- 
tions. They endeavored to make a broad survey of fact and opinion, indicating 
the present status and extent of cooperative enterprise and its effects on the 
national economy and welfare of the countries visited. 

The report of the committee entitled Report of Inquiry on Cooperative Enter- 
prise in Europe, 1937, has now been submitted. Although attention was given 
to all forms of cooperative enterprise, it was found that consumer organizations 
were more widely extended than farmers’ marketing and purchasing organiza- 
tions or industrial workers’ productive organizations and so the report deals 
mainly with consumer cooperative enterprise. This report is for sale in paper 
covers by the Superintendent of Documents, Washington, D. C., at 65ce. 


UNITED STATES POSTAGE STAMPS 


Several descriptive catalogs of United States postage stamps have been 
issued from time to time listing and describing the various stamps from the 
date of their introduction in 1847, but none has contained reproductions of the 
postage stamps described until now. A recent publication with the title Descrip-

tion of United States Postage Stamps from July 1, 1847 to December 31, 1986, | 
has full size illustrations of the stamps and contains the statement by the Post- | 


master General that it is his “sincere hope that the publication of these illus- 
trations will contribute to a wider and more profound study of our postal 
issues, the designs of which portray the history and accomplishments of our 
great Nation.”

UNITED STATES OFFICIAL POSTAL GUIDE 


The United States Official Postal Guide is listed in the Check List of United 
States Public Documents, 1789-1909, beginning with the date 1800. Various 
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editions issued prior to 1874 were included without regard to their govern- 
mental or private character. Some of the editions were purchased and dis- 
tributed by the Government making them “official,” while others were in gen- 
eral use, though not bearing the Post Office Department’s sanction. Beginning 
October 1874, it has been an official publication appearing at regular intervals, 
Issues of the 1st series were quarterly, October 1874-July 1879, numbered con- 
secutively as 1-20. The 2d series, comprising v. 1-30, September 1879-June 1908, 
was issued monthly for calendar years, no. 1, generally known as the Postal] 
Guide, being the large January issue, and nos. 2-12, monthly supplements con- 
taining additions and corrections. The 3d series, beginning July 1908, with y, 
1, no. 1, is for fiscal years, the July number, instead of the January number, 
being the annual Postal Guide, with nos. 2-12 issued as supplements to the 
July issue. 

The United States Official Postal Guide for July 1937, will consist of two 
parts, separately bound, designated Part 1, to be issued biennially, and Part 2, 
to be issued annually. Part 1 (Domestic Mail Service, including information 
regarding international money orders) will contain the matter published in 
previous editions minus the text heretofore printed under the heading “Inter- 
national Postal Service.” Part 2 (International Postal Service) will contain 
the text matter which in previous editions appeared under the heading “Inter- 
national Postal Service.” Instead of 11 monthly supplements as heretofore, 
there will be 23 supplements beginning with the one for August 1937 and fol- 
lowed by one for each succeeding month up to and including June 1939. The 
supplements will contain corrections for both Part 1 and Part 2 of the Postal 
Guide. The Office of the Superintendent of Documents is accepting subscrip- 
tions now for 11 supplements only at the rate of 75c. for the set. Customers 
will be notified in time to renew their subscription for the remaining 12 issues, 
Orders for the 1937 editions, either with or without supplements, are being 
accepted to insure prompt delivery when available. The two Guides will be 
ready for distribution in September. There will be no issue of the supplement 
for July 1937. Part 1, (Domestic Mail Service) cloth-bound, including 11 sup- 
plements, will be $2.00; without the supplements, $1.25. Part 2, (International 
Postal Service) paper-bound, will be 35c.

Topographic maps 


Notg.—The Geological Survey is making a series of topographic maps that will even- 
tually cover the whole United States, also Alaska, Hawaii, and Puerto Rico. The indi- 
vidual maps are projected to represent quadrangle areas rather than political divisions, 
and each map is designated by the name of some prominent town or natural feature in 
the area mapped. The scales most commonly used are 1 : 31,680, 1: 62,500, and 1 : 125,000, 
corresponding approximately to % mile, 1 mile, and 2 miles to 1 inch, The area covered 
differs with the latitude, but the average area is 58, 230, or 920 square miles, respectively, 
for these three scales. Topographic maps are printed on wniform-sized paper, about 20 by 
161% inches, and the maps of the quadrangle areas represented thereon are about 17% 
inches long and 12 to 15 inches wide, according to latitude. For some areas of particular 
importance special large-scale maps are published. A general description of topographic 
maps and a list of the symbols used are printed on the reverse of each sheet. 

About 47 percent of the continental area of the country, excluding Alaska, has been 
mapped, every State being represented. Connecticut, Delaware, the District of Columbia, 
Hawaii, Maryland, Massachusetts, New Hampshire, New Jersey, New York, Ohio, Rhcde 
Island, and West Virginia are completely mapped. <A number of the topographic maps 
covering 15’ quadrangle areas in New Jersey are out of print, the Survey not reprinting 
these as the stocks become exhausted but referring applicants to the Department of Con- 
servation and Development, at Trenton, which publishes maps on a slightly different scale 
(1: 63,360) and on paper representing the approximate area of two or three of the Federal 
quadrangles. Maps of the regular size are sold by the Geological Survey at 10c. each. _Ex- 
cept as otherwise indicated, a discount of 40 percent is allowed on any order which 
amounts to $5.00 at the retail price. The discount is allowed on an order for either maps 
or folios alone or for maps and folios together.

TOPOGRAPHY DIVISION 








Nots.—The Division of Topography has on file maps showing all roads used by the 
rural free delivery mail service. Rural delivery routes are shown in detail on county 
or local maps which, with a few exceptions, are drawn to the scale of 1: 62,500 or 
1:63,360 (1 mile to the inch). Maps of more than 1,510 counties in the United 
States have been prepared by the Post Office Department and blue-line prints, made 
from the latest available negatives, are sold for 50 cents per copy. Each county map 
shows, in addition to the roads traveled by rural carriers, all post offices within the 
county at the time the negative was made and all other roads, houses, schools, and 
churches known at the time the map was originally drawn, together with an outline of 
the drainage. A list of the county maps on file will be furnished upon application to 
the Disbursing Clerk, Post Office Department, Washington, D. C. Rural delivery routes 
emanating from post offices in counties for which county maps have not been drawn are 
shown on local maps. Blueprint copies of such maps are sold at 25 cents each. 
Orders for all postal maps should be accompanied by money order and addressed to the 
Disbursing Clerk, Post Office Department, Washington, D. C. Rural delivery maps should 
not be confused with the State post route maps which are listed in the Monthly catalog 
for February 1937, page 213.

Treaties are also published in the compilation Treaties and other 
international acts of the United States of America, which contains literal copies of the 
documents, followed by notes of a textual and procedural character. Indexes to the 
Press releases are supplied semiannually, as of December 31 and June 30. The Depart- 
ment of State includes in the Press releases series, each quarter, a complete list of its 
publications for the preceding quarter,
